Romulus School District Honors 34 Retirees 


The Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education is honoring 34 newly 
retired employees — 27 teachers, 3 ad- 
ministrators, and 4 support staff mem- 
bers —for their combined 1,068 years of 
dedicated service. The retirements were 
precipitated by the district's offer of an 
early severance plan that will result ina 
savings of more than $1.5 million for the 
2005-2006 school year. 

"The district will not replace 12 of 
the retiring teachers, and will not fill 3 of 
the support positions," explained super- 
intendent Joel R. Carr. "The savings 
fromthe 12 eliminated teacher positions, 
the salary differential between the other 
15 teacher retirees and their new re- 
placements, and the elimination of the 
support positions will result in the $1.5- 
million-plus savings we are seeking." 

On July 25, the Romulus school 


board recognized 15 of the retirees with 

special resolutions that highlighted their 

many contributions to the Romulus Com- 

munity Schools (see page 12).
